PRAYER - CARDS 


Delivery Stopped at. Belleville 
Because of Veiled Threat in 
Accompanying Messages. 


Philip Sopp. Postmaster of Belle- 
ville, today isstved an order to all 
clerks handling mall to watch for 
postal cards bearing an “endless 
chain prayer,” of Which hundreds of 
copies have lately been sent to resi- 
dents of Belleville. The cards and 
the message which usually accom- 
panies them, will not be delivered to 
the persons to whom they are ad- 
dressed, the Postmaster said. 

The ‘Postmaster said he took this 
action at the request of a leading 
physician, who did not wish his name 
made public. This physician, he said, 
complained that the threat of mis- 
fortune to those who should not 
strictly fulfill the conditions accom- 
panying the prayer had affected the 
nerves of some persons, and in cer- 
tain cases had almost caused demen- 
tia. 


Calls Cards a Menace. 

‘The physician, when seen by a Post- 
Vispatch reporter, sald he considered 
the “endless chain” prayer postal card 
to be a serious menace to the mental 
balance of the community. He said 
women had come to him, trembling with 
fear, and had related that they re- 
ceived one of the postal cards, and 
failed to copy it and send out a copy 
every day fur nine days, as thé mes- 
sage accompanying the prayer requires 
them to do. 

In this way, they feared, they m 
have incurred the “great misfortune” 
at which the message hints, and in 
spite of all the physician could say, it 
was not possible to relieve them of the 
fear that calamity was hanging over 
them. 

The prayer, which has not the sanc- 
tion of any religious body, so far as is 
known, ie the same which was circulat- 
ed in St. Louis, several years ago, and 
was at that time denounced by the au- 
thorities of the Catholic church, who 
advised Catholics to pay no attention 
to the anonymous messages. .

GERMAN FAILURE TO ATTACK 
SALONIKI WAS A SURPRISE 


Allies Expected to Be 


Followed When They 


Retreated From Servia Movement Now

HAVE SEIZED MORE 
AMERICAN MAIL 


Reported to Have Been Taken 
From Two Steamships on 
Way to Holland. 


BERLIN, by Wireless to Sayville, Dec. 
8 —Seizure by the British Government 
of American mail from two steamships 


on their way to Holland is reported in 
a Rotterdam dispatch given out today 
by the Overseas News Agency. 

According to the news agency's dis- 
patch the vessels from which mail was 
taken were the Dutch steamship Nieuw 
Amsterdam, from New York Dec. 11 for 
Rotterdam, and the Norwegian steam- 
ship Christian Michelsen, from New 
for Rotterdam. 

Advices from Rotterdam, the news 
agency also states, are that British 
authorities took from the steamer 
Tubantia, a Dutch vessel plying be- 
tween Amsterdam and South Ameri- 
can ports, all the South American 
mail for Holland she had on board. 
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The foregoing does not make it clear 
whether the mail seized included any 
first-class matter or, as is more prob- 
able, consisted of parcel post shipment. 
The United States on Dec. 20 addressed 
A protest to Great Britain on the sub- 
ject of British interference with Swed- 
ish-American mail. The British Gov- 
ernment has taken the stand that parce) 
rost matter must be regarded as 
freight, exempt from the protection 
given first-class matter under the in- 
ternational postal convention. Wash- 
ington is understood to have concurred 
fh this view. 


2890 Parcela Taken From Ship New 
York-Bound From Scandinavia. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 2%—The steamer 
United States, which arrived today from 
Scandinavian ports, reported that on 
Dec. 13 she was stopped east of the 
Shetland Isles by a British cruiser and 
taken to Greenock for examination. 
There the British removed 1961 small 
parcels and 930 parcel post packages. 
The steamer was released on the 18th. 
Because they were held five days at 
Greenock, the 20 American citizens 
aboard the United States drew up a 
vigorous protest against the action of 
the British Government and will for- 
ward it to Secretary Lansing. They 
point out that in being taken to Green- 
ock the ship was exposed to mine fields. 
Capt. Gotsche of the United States 
protested when the parcels were re- 
moved. During the ship's detention at 
Greenock an armed guard was main- 
tained aboard by the British, but the 
passengers were in no way molested. 
Not even their passports were inspect- 

ed. 

Allies Intend to Examine All Mall 
Between U. S. and Neutrals, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The alles, 
it is explained here, intend to seize and 
examine all mail passing between the 
United States and the European neu- 
trals which there is reason to believe is 
intended for Germany. Hitherto the 
seizures of that sort have been confined 
to parcel post, but now it is said the

Says Nurse, Who Was 50 Years Old, Had Aided 
130 Enemy Soldiers or Men of Military Age to 
Leave Belgium and Deterrent Was U. gent.

BRUSSELS, Nov. 10.—Before I had 

Leen here 24 hours I was in possession 

of all important facts of the famous Ca- 


vell base abtainable from German 
sources. In addition to statements from 
his excellency, Baron von Bissing, the 
sdilitary Governor of Belgium, and hiss 
excellency, Baron von der Lancken, the 
Civil Governor, I had the case explained 
to me in detail by the officials at the 
Nesse Central. 

I aleo discussed the sad affair with the 
Rev. H. 8. T. Gahan, the English cler- 
By man, who spent many hours with Miss 
Cavell before she was executed; with 
Mr. Brand Whitlock, the American Min 
ister, and Mr. Hugh Gibson, the First 
Secretary of the American lega tion. 

Obviously neither Mr. Whitlock nor 
Mr. Gibson could discuss the case for 
publication further than to say that fhey 
mede every effort to save the unfortu- 
rate woman's life. However, I am not 
violating newspaper ethics when 1 state 
that Mr. Whitlock cOrroborated many 
of the statements made to me by the 
Gcrman offficials, 

Here are the essential facts of the 
case as I obtained them in the Belgian 
capital: 

First, Miss Edith Cavell, head nurse 
at the Chirurgical Hospital in Brus- 
sels, was guilty of the offense of ald- 
ing English, French and Belgian sol- 
diers (as well as men of military age) 
to escape over the Belgian frontier. 
Not only was she found gullty of the 
offense by a courtmartial, but she ad- 
mitted her guilt. This fact is corrobo- 
rated by the American Minister and ia 
beyond dispute. 

She Did Not Faint. 

Second, the execution was carried out 
in the usual manner. Miss Cavell. did 
not faint on the way to her death. She 
Was not shot while lying unconscious, 
and the firing squad did not bungle 
thelr work. The published reports that 
the first volley did not kill her and that 
the officer of the firing squad ended her 
life with a revolver bullet are pure in- 
vention. So, too, is the story that the 
members of the firing squad protested 
at carrying out the orders for the exe- 
cution. 

I have it from His Excellency Baron 
von Bissing that the execution was 
carried out in the usual manner.“ And 
the Rev. II. S. T. Gahan admitted to 
me that Miss Cavell went to her deatn 
bravely. “It was horrible enough with- 
out the unfortunate exaggeration of de- 
talls,“ he said. 

All of which ought to put an end to 
the many stories of revolting details in 
connection with the case which have 
been circulated in England and Amer- 
ican papers. a 

Third, Baron von Bissing could not 
have pardoned Miss Cavell after her 
conviction by a courtmartial without 
exceeding his military function. 

Von Haeseler Responsibie. 

It will be recalled that in our Civil 
War sples were saved from execution 
only by appeal to President Lincoln. 
who interfered in a number of con- 
spicuous cases. Similarly in this case 
the only appeal was to the Kaiser, who 
had no cognizance of the affair until 
after the execution. The man to hold 
responsible for the execution was Mu- 
jor-General von Haeseler, the military 
commander of the district in which the 
offense was committed. 

Fourth, Baron von Lancken, the Civil 
Governor, to whom the American Min- 
ister appealed to save the life of the 
unfortunate woman, could not have 
done so. He is obviously powerless to 
interfere in military affairs. Mr. Whit- 
lock tried to have him notify the Kaiser 
that Miss Cavell was under sentence of 
death. As it was purely a military 
matter, he did not feel called upon to 
interfere. In fact, it would have been 
a breach of etiquette if he had. 


High Regard for Whitieck. 

“ft have the highest regard for Mr. 
Whititock,” said Baron von Lancken to 
the writer. We all have the highest 
regard for Mr. Whitlock,” he added, 
“He is a remarkable man. But I am 
powerless to interfere in military af- 
fairs You must discuss’ the Cavell 
case with the Military Governor. I am 
sure he will be glad to place all the 
facts at your disposai.”

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YOAKUM WITHHOLDS 
HIS REPLY TO PRIEST 


Defense Before Frisco Board 
Will Be That He Was 
Forced to Take Personal 


Part in Feeder Line Deals 


to Get Others to Subscribe 


— — 

The defeat of the Frisco Railroad re- 
organization plan, prepared by the 
Bondholders’ Committee and the New 
York bankers, Speyer & Co. and Selig- 
man & Co., leaves the reorganisation 
committee confronted by three contin- 
gencies: 

It must accept the plan as ap- 
proved by the Missouri Public Service 
Commission, with the voting trust 
and other features eliminated, or, 

It must incorporate a new com- 
pany in another state where the re- 
organization plans may be accepted 
without question, or, 

It must, under order of court, 
foreclose under the mortgage, organ- 
ize a new corporation to take over 
the road, and thus wipe out the hold- 
ings of all present stockholders. 

While former Judge Henry 8. Priest 
in St. Louls is issuing threats to have 
B. F. Yoakum ousted as chairman of 
the existing board of directors of: the 
Frisco Railroad, and Yoakum, in New 
York, is evading the direct charges 
made by Priest relative to personal 
profits made by Yoakum on “Frisco 
deals, not hitherto revealed in official 
investigations, the question which is 
worrying the stockholders and bondhold- 
eres is how they are going to protect 
their interests. 

Bondholders Interests Paramount. 

As the interests of the bondholders 
are paramount to those of the stockhold - 
ers, it is within the power of the bond- 
holders to foreclose on the railroad, and 
thus eliminate the stockholders as a 
factor in the reorganization of the road. 

Priest belongs to the stockholding 
class, and if the road should be sold 
under the hammer he would lose all of 
the $375,000 .which he invésted in the 
stock of the Frisco at $37.50 a share, and 
before the receivership. Yoakum also is 
a heavy stockholder, and his interests 
also would be wiped out. 

A hint has been dropped by the re- 
organizers that an attempt will be made 
to have a new corporation created in 
another State to take over the Frisco 
properties, in which event, it is pointed 
out, Missouri would lose about §200,000 
in incorporation fees. The Wabash Rail- 
road was incorporated in Indiana after 
the road had been sold under mortgage 
foreclosure, following the refusal of the 
Missouri Public Service Commission to 
approve the reorganization plans sub- 
mitted by the New York bankers and 
the bondholders and stockholders’ Re- 
organization €ommittee. 

The Post-Dispatch telegraphed to Yoa-

Will Try to Settle International 

Questions in Spirit of Peace 
and Good Will. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
PEKIN, Dec. 3.— The Pekin papers 


publish what purports to be an interview 
given to a high official by President 
Yuan Shi Kai. While this interview 
Wat not officially authorized by the Gov- 
ernment, it is regarded as an inspired 
statement designed to quiet the popular 
mind. A translation follows: . 

“Diplomacy counts everything that 
makes for the maintenance of the coun- 
try’s position in the world; but we 
should adopt a peaceful policy toward 
foreign Powers and at the same time 
etdeavor to put our house in order. 
Only in this way can the country ud 
ize its latent power to maintain its in- 
dependence and obtain respect for it 
fureign policy. 

International Morality. 

Whatever foreign policy the country 
will adopt, it will not depart from the 
principle of international morality. We 
shall make closer relations with tiie 
lowers which have shown us kindness 
and good will and those which are close 
at our doors. We should not fail to 
grasp any opportunity to settle out- 
standing diplomatic questions with our 
neighbors. 

“In former times the Government was 
often troubled by diplomatic questions 
which could have been settled without 
difficulty had not the party in power 
missed the opportunity or caused II 
feeling among foreigners. The dipio- 
matic policy of this country should be 
carried out in a spirit of peace and good 
will with the object of settling all out- 
standing questions with friendly Pow- 
ers. We are sure that the foreign Pow- 
ers will always act upon the principle 
of international morality and have great 
respect for the sovereignty of other 
countries. 


Guide to His Diplomacy. 

“It would be idle to think that the 
friendly Powers will demand of us 
things which we are unable to concede, 
as they are well aware of the present 
situation of this country. Suppose now 
some of the foreign Powers approach us 
with. @ request to do a certain thing. 
Our power to resist would be determined 
by looking at the general tendency of 
the world and reading those signs ot 
the times that indicate the possibilities 
of the future, This is the guiding prin- 
ciple that I shall go by in determining 
my future diplomacy. 

“What we expect is that there will de 
no diplomatic questions to worry us. 
As to the rumor that this country is 
now acting at the dictation of other 
countries, it is a view that is shared by 
only short-sighted people. It calls for 
derision and laughter.“

PEKIN, Dec. 23.—The revolutionists tn 
Yunnan declare that they are maintain 
ing a republic and that they have the 
only legal government in China. Pres- 
dent Yuan Shi Kal has asked the Frenen 
Minister to isolate the revolutionista d- 
severing railway, telegraph and mail 
service from Yunnan-Fu to the sea. He 
also sought permiesion to send troops 
to Yunnan dy the French rafiway.

William. K. Bixby, president of the 


Board of Control of the Art Museum,

Frustrated Many Plans of 
Allies. 


Correspendence of the Post-Dispatch, 
ZURICH, Switzerland, Dec. 15.—De- 


scribing a recent visit to the German 
fleet, Dr. Otte Gaup writes in the 
Muenchener Neueste Nachrichten: Our 
silent fleet,“ say the English. Our si- 
lent fleet, can we also say with equal 
right, which still and earnest, unseen 
and unmarked, day and night, summer 
and winter, in storm and in sunshine, 
stands on guard in the North Sea and 
in the Baltic, thereby playing a role, of 


whose higher, I might also say more 
decisive importance, only a few among 
us can have any conception. We hear of 
our submarines, which have so embit- 
tered England's sea supremacy, but who 
has heard for months of our great bat- 


tleships, our large and small cruisers, 
our ever increasing torpedo boats, which 
stand behind these submarines and 
make their successful activities pos- 
sible. 

“One need not be long, with the fleet 
to be convinced that the strictest se- 
crecy in war, is for it ven more nec- 
essary than for the army. On the war- 
ship one gets the impression of enor- 
mous concentrated force, and power of 
movement, of which a mobilized fleet 
is capable. A curt command, and doz- 
ens and still dozens of gigantic guns 
fire enormous shot, it may be at a 
distance of 2 kilometers. Another com- 
mand and a few hours later the fleet 
are many miles from their first posi- 
tion. Ships in action must carry ev- 
erything they need, for battle and ex- 
istence, there are no reserves for them, 
no impassable ways, they cross the wa- 
ters with the speed of railway trains 
and a few hours’ journey can bring a 
uecigive battle on the result of which 
the fate of world empires may cepend. 
One need only think a little to under- 
stand the absolute necessity that noth- 
ing at all should be made public re- 
garding the movements, the location, 
the composition of the fleet.“

ATHENS, Dec. In the course ot 
an interview Sunday with Gen. Castel- 
rau, chief of the French general staff, 
King Constantine expressed doubt that 
the central empires would be able to 
resist indefinitely the economic and 
- wncial pressure of the war, Gen. Cas- 
telnau said, in a statement to the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

The Greek sovereign asked the French 
commander why by the slowness of 
their operations the allies had permitted 
the crushing of. Belgium and Servia and 
the failure of the Dardanelles cam- 
paign. Gen. Castelnau’s reply was that 
nobody denied these unfortunate results 
which were extremely regrettable. 

“It would be most highly desirable,” 
the General declared, “if Belgium and 
Servia were still intact and if Russia 
could today: be revictualed by way of 
the Dardanelles, but we must see the 
war as a whole. It would be fully 
capable of jeopardizing final victory, of 
which alone we have the right to think, 
to undertake any m''itary action with- 
out the most complete preparation and 
every assurance of success humanly 
possible.

The Wilson idea of Pan-Americanism, which 
was expounded to the second Pan-American Con- 
gress by Secretary Lansing, is a long step towards 
the Federation of the World, which is the dream 
of all who cherish the hope of human brotherhood 
and permanent peace. 

Pan-Americanism is internationalism as op- 
posed to nationallam— One for all and all for 
one.” 

Referring to the Monroe doctrine, which had

ite origin in the need of preserving this republic 
and republican institutions on this continent from 
European attacks, Mr. Lansing said its enlarged 
form is Pan-Americanism, in which all the repub- 
lies stand together for mutual defense of free gov- 
ernment in America and mutual protection against 
aggression from any source. 

One of the essentials to Pan-Americanism—the 
fundamental thing—is mutual confidence. The 
foundation of this is the absence of imperial am- 
bition and territorial greed. President Wilson’s 
abjuration of any desire for or design upon the 
territory and possession of our American neigh- 
bors, and our attitude towards Mexico—have 
done more than anything else to strengthen the 
tie that binds the Amreican republics together.

When we attempt to analyze Pan-American- 
iam, we find that the essential qualities are 
these of the famfly—sympathy, helpfulness 
and a eincere desire to see another grow in 
prosperity, absence of ocovetousness of an- 
other's possessions, absence of jealousy of an- 
others prominence, and, above all, absence of

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SUBMARINES AND ARBITRATION, 
R. D. Kohn has written the Post-Dispatch a 


good-tempered letter on our submarine issue with 
Austria, but betrays a confusion of ideas which it 
is to be hoped is not typical of many residents of 
this country. 

He says the President seems to think himself 
the “sole and final arbiter on the subject of sub- 
marine warfare.” He suggests that as the use of 
this craft was not contemplated by the interna- 
tional law and usage based on the past, we should 
recede from our position until the whole ques- 
tion has been decided by arbitration. 

But the operation of international law, until 
changed by competent authority, must necessarily 
remain unaffected by the invention of new wea- 
pons and new appliances in warfare. Most of the 
civilized usages of today were observed when com- 
batants were armed with spears and bows and ar- 
rows and crusaders’ maces. The Romans scorned 
to poison the sources of food and water supply 
For generations, persons of tender age, women, 
unarmed peaceful citizens have had an immunity 
greater than that accorded to them in the present. 

The President is not assuming to be the sole 
and final arbiter of the submarine issue. He is 
only invoking the law as he finds it for the fulfill- 
ment of his duty to pro American citizens. 
To resort to the slow processes of arbitration, 
while in the meantime the murder of Americans 
continued on the high seas, would be an absurdity 
and in the last analysis would lead to nothing. 
The only nations that would consent to limit the 
freedom of the seas and to make an exception of 
submarines under the general prohibition against 
the slaughter of noncombatants would be biased 
nations with a criminal record they desired to 
have exculpated. 

The sentiment of the world is against this form 
of warfare which offends humanity and common 
sense. Of that we may be as sure now as we 
could be after a congress of the nations had 
wrangled over the question at The Hague on the 
conclusion of the war. 5

submarines, as American citizens are being killed 
by German submarines.

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SNOW-PACKED SIDEWALES. 

Section 1234 of the City Code says that after 

any fall of snow, “the owners, managers, agents 
or occupiers shall cause the snow to be IMME-

street.”

People 
get maimed and sometimes killed because of 
packed snow on sidewalks. 

But the sidewalke all around the Courthouse 

have not been touched by the city since the last 
snow fall and are packed with snow. So are 
most of the sidewalks in front of stores, fac- 
tories, churches and residences, especially front- 
ing on vacant property.

Mrs. Anna Broadhead Says He 
Threatened to Kill Her if 
She Testified. 


Mrs. Anna Broadhead, 23 years old, of 
N Market street, gave testimony in 
Police Judge Hogan's court today which 
caused Jack Sergeant. a negro, of 73 
North Leffingwell avenue, to be fined 
$0 on each of two peace disturbance 
charges. The fines and costs, totaling 
$1006, will mean 2333 days in the work- 
house for Sergeant. 

Mrs. Broadhead first had Sergeant ar- 
rested Oct. 31. She charged that after 
following her and whistling at her he 
threw his arms about her and kissed 
her. The case against him at that time 
Was continued. Last Sunday night Mrs. 
Broadhead again had t arrested. 
She said he went to her and 
threatened he would kill her if she ap- 
peared as a witness against him. This 
threat was made the basis for the sec- 
ond peace disturbance charge. 


KING VICTOR EMMANUEL SAID 
TO BE IN HOSPITAL WOUNDED 


Report Sent Out by Overseas News 
Agency Which Calis It Sen- 
sational Rumer.” 

BERLIN, Dec. 28 (By wireless to Say- 
ville, L. L.)—A report that King Victor 
Emmanuel of Italy has been wounded 
by an Austrian grenade and is in a 
hospital was made public today by the 
Overseas News Agency, which describes 
the report as “a sensational rumor.” 

The news agency adds: 

“Travelers returning from Northern 
Italy say that in consequence of the 
terroristic methods of the police all the 
people of Italy are panic-stricken. There 
is a general dislike of the war and it is 
said that if only the right man were at 
the head of the Government Italy would 
make peace in spite of the London 
agreement. 

“Another sensational rumor which is 
generally believed is that a general who 
is an intimate of the King has been 


shot for maintaining relations with the 
enemy.“
